During all rhefe Yranfactions, our Brurus and Caffius hay ng 
laid foe Time in Italy, atrer their leaving Rome, were now 
retired to their Gaveromenis, Brutus to Macevegia, and Gaffius 
to Syria; and both weve levying Men, and torming Armics tor 
the Detence of the Commonweuh h. 

As to Ci he was now in the Zenith of Power, an! go- 
vern’d all Thingt at Rome: He particularly prefided in ac Se. 
mate, as the moit Ancient Confular, during the Abfen.e of the 
TwoConfuls. Ja this Situction he was wonvertully curious 
ta know what was the Qpinion of Brucus comcermns hin eit 
and his Adminiftration. Nit is certain Brutus had his hichelt £- 
fleem, and he thought that fhe could procure the Edcem of 
Brutus. it wou'd be an emincat Proof of his owa Virwue aud 
Merit, as weil 23 the mot ious Reward of that Virtue 
and Merit. Brutus bad, in ail his Letrers, deem wery Mciit 
wih him upon thie Head. Cicero therefore makes ule of At- 
ticus, their common Fricad, to fift Brutus, and know his Sen- 
timents. As feen therefore as it was known at Rovne, that 
the Siege of Modems was rais'd, and Anthony defe.ted by the 
two Conluls and OGtayius, Articus difpatch’d the News to 
— and in his Letter founded bim about his Thoughts of 

icero. 

The following Letter is a frank and open Anfwer to that of 
Atticus, In it he jaftly condemns Cicero’s over-violeat Ha 
tred to Mask Anthonr, Which betray’d hia into 3s unrcafuna- 
ble an Affe@tion and Deference for OStavius, his Champion, a- 
— Antboay. Cicero fatw his Srror at lait, bur fiw it too 

3 the Power and Credit to which he had rais’d Oftavius, 
coft him his Life, and Rome her Liberty. Cicero, who was 
the Author of all the Greartnefs and Authority of Octavius, wie 
by Octavius given up to the Rage aad Slaughter of Mark An- 
t » againtt whom OGavius had been ly defended 
and ed by Cicern; And O&:vius enflav'd the Common- 
wealth, with thofe very Arms which the Commouwea th hid 
tru@ted with him for ber Proteétion.
